Origin Of New Varieties 
Of Table Corn 


From. Annual Report of W, T, Macoun, 
“Dominion Horticulturlet 

‘As corn ts one of the most important 
vegetable crops, much attention has 
been paid to it in the lIofticultural 
Division, one of the main Iines of work 
being the search for and origination of 
new Varieties of swept €érn thag,would 
bo éarller and, {f possible, better thin 
those already 6n the market. It had 
been found by experience on the 
prairies that the squaw corn would de 
velop at a lower temperature than the 
sweet varieties and, as the season for 
corn is short in the pralrle provinces, 
a special effort has been made to ob- 
taln sweet. varieties which would de- 
velop rapidly in ‘that relatively cool 
climate. 

As the following three sorts have 
been introduced and the Early Mali- 
colm has already become a prominent 
and much sought for variety, {t seems 
desirable to publish the origins of the 
three sorts which are, it is believed, 
the three earliest Varieties of sweet 
corn that can be obtained anywhere. 

Pickaninny.—In the year 1916, Thos. 
A. Peters, Hampton, N.B., sent to the 
Horticultural Division some séed of a 
black sweet corn. [hn 1918 this was 
crossed at Ottawa with the Sweet 
Squaw, the latter being the seed par- 
ent. From this cross the best black 
train was selected, and it was named 
Pickaninny {n 1919. Since the cross 
was made it has been selected each 
year to improve the size of the ear 
and at the same time retain the ex- 
treme carliness, This has been found 
to be the earliest sweet corn ever 
gstown at Ottawa, with the exception 
of the original variety from Mr. Pet- 
ers. It is dolng very well in different 
parts of the prairies. This is a black 
sweet corn. It has a short ear, the 
average length being five inches... The 
average number of rows to the ear fs 
eight. 

Early Maicolm.—The Early Malcohn 
corn was obtained by selection from 
the Early Malakoff, which variety was 
introduced from Russia by Prof. Han- 
sen, of South Dakota. The selection 
was begun in the Horticultural Divi. 
sion at Ottawa in 1909, and by 1913 
the varlety was so changed that It was 
decided to name it early Malcolin.

Value of Cuinilian’ Field Crops 


A PCH of Values For 1921 and 
1922 

The Dominion Berean of Statistics 
has issued a preliminary estimate by 
provinces of the value of this year's 
field crops, as compared with the final 
estimates of the two previous years 
1920 anil 1921. ‘The values per unit 
assigned to each crop represent the 
averages received locally by farmers. 
They are subject to revision after the 
compilation of final returns from crop 
correspondents in January, 1923. 

For the whole of Canada, the total 
value of the principal field crops of 
preliminary estimated 
amounts to $984,139,500 as *compared 
$931,863,670 in 1921, $1,455,244,- 
060 in 1920 and -$1,537,170,100, the 
highest aggregate for Canada on rec- 
The total for 1922 comprises 
$333,966,000 for wheat, as compared 
with $242,936,000 in 1921 and $427,357, 
300 in 1920; $197,783,000 for oats as 
against $146,395,800 in 1921 and $280,- 
115,400 im 1920; $33,782,000 for barley, 
as against $28,254,150 in 1921 and $62,- 
$21,400 in 1920; $21,235,000 for rye, as 
against $15,399,300 in 1921 and §$15,- 
085,650 in 1920; $59,872,900 for other 
grains, as against $48,036,920 {n 1921 
and $86,296,700 in 1920; $54,253,000 for 
potatoes, as against $82,147,600 in 
1921 and '$129,803,300 in 1920; $205,- 
075,000 for hay, clover and alfalfa, as 
against $280,975,200 in 1921 and $362, 
053,900 in 1920; and $78,172,600 for 
other root and fodder crops, as against 
$87,719,200 in 1921 and $101,710,400 in 
1920, 

With few exceptions, the average 
prices. per unit do not differ greatly 
from those of last year, the prices be- 
ing as a rule somewhat more, For 
wheat, the price for 1922 is 85 cents 
per bushel, as against 81 cents last 
year. Oats are 39 cents against 34 
cents, barley is 46 cents against 47 
rye 69 cents against 72 cents, peas 
$1.81 against $1.96, beans $2.86 against; 
$2.90, buckwheat 80 cents against 89 
cents, flax $1.77 against $1.44, pota- 
toes 64 cents against 77 cents, turnips, 
etc., 27 cents against 34 cents. The 
abundance of the hay crop, as com- 
pared with last year’s scarcity is re 
flected in the price which is for 1922, 
$13.45 per ton, as against $23.66 per 
ton last year. Similarly alfalfa .is 
$12.84 per ton as against $19.05. By 
provinces, the total value of the fleld 
crops is as follows, the finally esti- 
mated totals for 1921 and 1920 being 
given within brackets; Pilnce Edward 
Island, $10,388,800 ($14,202,970 dn 1921 
and $18,530,400 in 1920); Nova Scotia,
